1. W Dieter WISUKSHEf at CCZ #23 gave the following In- 
formation of treatment of the Jews their persecution and their 
extermination in G« many by the SB and the Gestapo. 

2. HT has first hand knowledge as he was a member of the 
seotion Jews of the SB and also was a member of the German Gestapo. 

3. The first phase of the treatment of the Jews- in Germany 
was the one starting 1933 to the beginning of the war. It consisted 
of legislation to get all Jews out of the German political and 
commercial life and due to this a oontinous emigration of the Jews 
from Germany. By doing this during tho first phase of tho Jewish 
Legislation tho Gorman state and the Xsxl party tried Tory hard to 
do it in a legal way. Adding here and there new laws with the culmi- 
nation in tho Bbsrnbsrg laws. 

The laws were made by the German Relchelnnenministerium 
whilst the tempo »f their execution was destined by Goebbel* a Propa- 
gandeminlsteriua. During the first years after 1933 Himmler's influ an 
ee on the matter was waxy little. 

Concerning the tempo of the Jewish laws in commerce the 
* Beauftragte fuer den Vierjahresplan, GOHHG, was the man who gara 
the orders. Gocring at that time was very often denounced by party 
offldale as he was too slow and left maty jews in their positions. 

How the Jews after having been expelled from their posi- 
tions liwed and how they s*de arrangements to got out of Gexmary 
was at that time their own affair. 

It was a matter of faot that an emigaation wae only the 
solution for younger people and even for those who wanted to emai gra- 
te this matter waa mrde very difficult by the German authorities. 

The will to emigrate wae everywhere among the Jews untill 
.1937. But the forsalities were so diffloult and took eo long that 
only a small number waa fortunate enough to be eble to leave Germany 
before 1937 . In addition nearly all the money the emigrant had in 
Genaary bad to be loft there due to new foreign currency and clearing 
laws. 

At this point of the Jewleh emigration the German SB and 
Sioherheit-spollsel showed their influence. 

TO speed up emigration of the Jews the SB shortened the 
sf^deisl red tape and a certain pressure was applied to all Jewish 
shrg&'tasw-on to spe#ad up emoigratlon. 
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For the first tine this prodeedure use used la Karon 1988 
after the occupation of Austria. EXCHIUXV of tbs ED got the order 
from HEmtICH to oreate a centra 1 off lee f or Jewish emigration. . 

This office was established at the Rothsohildpalale la Vienna. 

Prow now on the emigration of Jews was node a plain aaee produc- 
tion. Baaggratlon went up skyhigh and that it was Halted in oertaia 
ways wae only the reason that the quotas of countries who aooepted 
refugees from tho Hitler regiae were filled. 

After the oooupat ion of Cseoho-SloVakla KCHKAHH wae sent 
there to arrange the suae proceeduro as in Austria.

Allgenelne SS, neaning that it- covered about the territory or district 
of a Service Cosnand. 

Each SD Oberabs chnitt waa divided into SB Abs ohnitte (sec- 
tions) and the extent of its territorial Jurisdiction was dependead 
upon the political and industrial importance of the territory concerned. 

The SB Absohnltte divided themselves into a chain of Ausssn- 
etoUen ( branches) which mostly were eansmnded by voluntary meafcsra.
